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“Wilt thou be made whole?” 
John 5:6. 

You have never heard these words? 
Hark! They are still echoing, and reach- 
ing down through the centuries. “Wilt 
thou be made whole?” You start to say, 
“Why, of course, I—ah,—TI.” You 
hesitate, a voice says, even before you 
have stopped, “Then why are thou not?” 
“But how can I be, Lord? There is no 
one to help me. No one to lead me on.” 
Ah, He is there, saying, “I am the way.” 
Yes, you heard that years ago, and you 
are no farther on the road now than you 
were then. You tried to read and appro- 
priate this ism and that ism. They were 
beautiful, oh, very beautiful, but you 
were not satisfied. Why? You did not 
know. You went to church, but when 
the service was over you did not even re- 
member the text. Nothing gripped you. 
Your old sins were there. You were there. 
You were not whole after all your try- 
ing. 
Now let us reason together for a little 
while. It needn’t take long. Salvation 
comes in a moment—in a twinkling of 
an eye. First, we are told that “with the 
mouth, confession is made unto salva- 
tion.” Did you ever talk to God long 
enough to tell Him all the sins that you 
ever committed, or all the things you 
have left undone which you should have 
done? If not, confession is a fine starting 
point. You say that “He knows them 
all.” Yes, but “wilt thou be made 
whole?” “Jesus paid it all,” yet there are 
some things that we must do. Daniel 
confessed his own sins, and the sins of 
his people. Try it. Hide nothing from 
Him. You cannot hide sin, so don’t try 
it. Let not mercy and truth forsake thee. 
“If we confess our sins, he is faithful 
and just to forgive us our sins, and to 
cleanse us from all unrighteousness.” 

Did you ever thank God for saving 
your soul? But you say, “My soul is not 
saved.” Yes, beloved, it is. If you take 
the gift of salvation for yourself, then 
your soul is saved. Jesus saved your pre- 
cious soul nearly 2,000 years ago. He 
meekly bowed His wounded head, and 
said, “It is finished!” That was His side 
of it. He can’t do another thing for you 
along the line of salvation, because He 
finished the work on Calvary with the 
last drop of blood from His veins. He 
shed His blood just for you. Now you 
must believe. “As your faith, so be it un- 
to you.” Just take time to sit down and 
go over that precious broken body, close 
your eyes, and visualize His feet nailed 
to the cross. Thank Him for each wound, 
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each pain, each drop of blood; go to His 
hands, wounded for you; the crown of 
thorns, sending the blood down His 
sweet face; the beard torn from His 
chin; the gaping wound in His side. Sit 
down under that flow; get covered with 
it. Keep praising Him every step of the 
way. Thank Him; tell Him that you love 
Him; cry out, “Lord, save me, or I per- 
ish;” lay hold on salvation, and be- 
loved, it is yours—yours, including a 
mansion in the sky. How wonderful! 
There is nothing to be compared to it. 
If you have first confessed your many 
sins to Him; second, if you have thanked 
Him for saving you, then if you have 
taken the horn of salvation, heaven it- 
self will resound with the sound, and 
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Evangel 
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you are a new creature in Christ Jesus. 
Simple, on your side, isn’t it? “Wilt thou 
be made whole?” Then, try it, and I can 
guarantee upon the Word of God that 
you will know that you are saved. 

First—confession; second—taking it 
by faith; third—praise. Don’t do it too 
hurriedly. Take time—you want a fin- 
ished work. Get down on your knees 
and put aside all else; your soul is at 
stake. Eternity is staring you in the face. 
You can’t continue the way you are, and 
here is a sure remedy.

Mark 2:3, “And they came to him, 
and brought to him a paralytic, borne 
between four persons.” (Syriac)

me, or my spirit destroys cooperation. 
Cooperation works miracles, overcomes 
all difficulties in getting men to Christ. 
THE GREATEST WORK ON EARTH. 
Cooperation recovered and interpreted a 
forgotten dream once. Cooperation is 
not rash. A brawny drayman struggling 
with a heavy box was asked (by an on- 
looker) if he would like to have a lift. 
“Sure,” said the much fatigued drayman; 
so he laid hold and they both lifted, 
tugged, puffed, and worked away for 
awhile, finally he said to the drayman 
(between puffs), “I don’t believe we will 
ever get it out.” “Get it out,” roared the 
drayman, “you idiot, I am trying to get 
it in.” Poor cooperation! 

“Pride hinders cooperation. Everybody 
can’t be the president, governor, or rul- 
er; it takes subjects to make up a coun- 
try, corporation, or church. Silly would 
it be for the sills of a house to begin 
grumbling, saying, “I’m tired of being 
hid, and bearing the burden; I WANT 
TO BE THE CEILING AWHILE.” 
Visible! Conspicuous! 

“Bigotry hinders.” Yes, it’s not im- 
possible for members of the church of 
God to be bigots. Intolerance of each 
other’s rights and opinions is no asset to 
Christianity. Paul was once a bigot, full 
of prejudice; he once had a high, narrow 
mind, but after it was flattened out, it 
became broad, and tolerant to 
Church of God; then he could say, “We 
are labourers together with God.” “Ego- 
tism does more damage than rheuma- 
tism.” 

“Impatience will hinder.” It takes two 
bears now continually, bear and for- 
bear. “Patience is power; with time and 
patience the mulberry leaf becomes 
silk.” (Chinese proverb.) Be patient, 
brother, sister; if someone gets in your 
way, wait a little; don’t fly the track, 
a little time and you'll probably under- 
stand him. Like the driver who was 
stopped by a pedestrian, right in his way; 
he leaned over and politely inquired, “I 
say, Sir, may I ask what your plans are?” 

“Laziness greatly hinders.” Nehemiah 
did the unreasonable. Why? All of his 
helpers were completely well of laziness, 
indolence, and desire for ‘‘a little more 
sleep, a little more slumber.” Each one’s 
system was crammed full of work. “They

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00's Will in Sanctification 


It is not uncommon to meet Chris- 
tians who say, “I do long to be holy, 
to have a true spirit of prayer, to be 
kept from impatience and vanity, pride 
and jealousy, bad temper, unkind 
thoughts and words, heartburning and 
bitterness, and all which grieves God.” 
And those people pray for sanctification 
in a despising voice, which in itself says 
to all who hear it, “I stand very little 
chance of getting what I ask.” They ask 
God to make them holy but seem to think 
He will not. They have done so hundreds 
of times before but it is heartless and 
hopeless work; nothing happens and they 
come to the conclusion that it is impos- 
sible for them to be different, that their 
case is unlike any other, and because they 
get no answer to their prayers they get 
discouraged and feel very much like giv- 
ing up in despair. Let us look at the other 
side for a moment. You want to be holy. 


What Does God Want? 


Can He desire that you should be un- 
holy? You want to be patient. Does He 
want you to continue impatient? You 
want to be humble. Can God desire to 
keep you proud? “Be ye not unwise, but 
understanding what the will of the Lord 
is,” Eph. 5:17. What is the will of the 
Lord? “This is the will of God, even your 
sanctification.” What! God wants me to 
be holy, patient, humble, prayerful? God 
who made the world is on my side? Then, 
“who can be against me?” What power 
in earth or hell can stand against God? 
Surely it is victory before the battle, if 
the Almighty is on my side, practically 
arrayed against the foes which trouble 
me. But are you sure it is so? Do you, 
from your heart, believe that the Al- 
mighty God who has all resources at His 
command to make you holy, is really on 
your side? Then why your anxiety? 


You answer, “I do not find any real 
change in myself. I pray and try and 
agonize, but nothing happens.” Dear 
friend, do you not really, at heart, believe 
that you are more in earnest about it than 
God is; that you are thirsting for holi- 
ness but you have to urge and persuade 
God to undertake your case, and that 
because prayer is not heard He is indif- 
ferent to it? Are you not thinking, “I 
am working hard; Satan is against me, 
the world is against me, and my own 
natural disposition, too, and I am not cer- 
tain which side God takes. I feel as 
though He ought to have rewarded me 
for all my earnest efforts and struggles”? 
But don’t you see that this very thought 
is a proof that you are not really dealing 
with God at all? You are expecting a

great deal from your own fervency and 
earnestness, and while you do so, 


God Is Obliged to Wait 


Until your expectation is only from 
Him, apart from what you are, what 
you do, and what you feel. If ever He 
makes you holy, it will not be as a re- 
ward for your earnestness but. because 
He has chosen you in Christ before the 
foundation of the world, that you should 
be holy and without blame before Him. 
Eph. 1:4. It is of His grace and because 
He wills it, and not of your works and 
because you will it; therefore, when you 
pray, do not bring it to bear upon God 
your great desire to be holy, but unite 
your will to the will of God, which is 
your sanctification. “Hallowed be thy 
name” in making me holy. “Thy king- 
dom come” in me. “Thy will be done” 
in me. “The Lord is on my side,” Psa. 
188:6. This is the inspiring fact which 
gives faith to prayer. “If God be for us, 
who can be against us?” Rom. 8:31. Let 
the enemy be strong against me. Let cir- 
cumstances, constitutional temperament, 
the experience of the past, added to all 
the powers of hell, be against me, yet if 
the Lord is on my side, He is more than 
a match for them. Suppose impatience, 
for instance, has become such a settled 
habit that I have never been able to 
count on my patience at any moment of 
my life. Yet, if God is for me, against 
my impatience, can I expect anything 
else than victory? I read it thus, “This 
is the will of God, even your patience,” 
and He who created all the host of heav- 
en by the breath of His mouth (Psa. 33: 
6) will create patience in me because it 
is His will, and I trust His will. Satan 
can make us agonizing prayers when we 
look at the hopelessness of all our strug- 
gles and efforts, but this brings no prog- 
ress at all. Prayer in the name of our need 
or in the name of our fervency will not 
prevail, but only prayer in the name of 
Jesus. It is the 

“By His Will We Are Sanctified,” 

Not by ours. Heb. 10:10. It is by His 
intercession we prevail, not ours. It is 
His holiness which makes us holy not 
some superiority of ours to other men. 
He, of God, is made to us sanctification 
(1 Cor. 1:30) and then Christ in us, 
dwelling in us, fulfills the righteousness 


of the law and thus makes us holy like 
Himself. 

But if God of His own will sanctifies 
us, will He not do it in spite of us, 
whether we will or not? God forbid! Just 
as in “his own will begat he us with the 
word of truth,” nevertheless every one of 
us must, of our own will, come to Him 
and believe on Him; so it is in sanctifica- 
tion. Our will must be on God’s side, but 
He must do the work. 

In order that God may make us holy, 
we must be entirely given up to God, 
so completely that we do not possess our- 
selves to give again, and we are no long- 
er in a position to bestow anything what- 
soever. “Good Master,” said the young 
ruler, “what shall I do that I may in- 
herit eternal life?” Mark 10:17. What 
shall I do? He thought it lay in his power 
to do a great deal of good. He was rich. 
He might build a synagogue, endow 
schools, give largely to the poor; in fact, 
he may have thought he was in a posi- 
tion to put God and His people under 
an obligation to Him. How many speak 
and pray in the same spirit, “Lord, I am 
ready to do anything for thee, go any- 
where for thee, suffer anything for thy 
sake, renounce all that costs me most 
dearly,” and they feel their hearts glow 
with a conscious duration. But after all, 
anything we can give is His already. “Of 
thine own have we given thee.” 1 Cor. 
29:14, and it is grace in God to accept 
His own at our hands. We are 


Never God’s Benefactors 


But He is ours, and the obligation is 
always on our side. Tested by the com- 
mandments of the second table, his duty 
to man, the young ruler said with con- 
scious integrity, “Master, all these have 
I observed from my youth.” Jesus said, 
not to examine him or his duty to God, 
but looking upon him, loved him and 
said, “One thing thou lackest.” 

O friends, who are seeking after holi- 
ness, Jesus loves you while you lack. God’s 
will is your sanctification while you are 
lacking. What was the one thing? It in- 
cluded everything, all that made the 
young man what he was, all that put it in 
his power to do good in his own way. 
“Go thy way. Sell what thou hast and 
give to the poor, and thou shalt have 
treasures in heaven, and come and fol- 
low me.” God wanted the man, not his 
riches. They would do for the poor, but 
were no object to Jesus. He must have 
the man himself or nothing. Many testi- 
fy, “I have given up all for God, the 
drink, my pipe, my amusements, my

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IN this issue the Rev. F. R. Harrawood, pas- 
tor of the North Cleveland, Tenn., Church 
of God, is giving a review of the new book just off the press 
by Fleming H. Revell, entitled “God Runs My Business.” The 
book, which reads a great deal like fic- 
tion, is a true story of a man who dedi- 
cated himself and all that he had to 
God and in his business put God ahead 
of everything else. Beginning with set- 
ting aside one-tenth of everything he 
earned, his business has finally grown 
until he lives on the tenth and has set 
aside the rest of the net profits to be 
used in the work of the Lord. It was 
the privilege of your editor, in com- 
pany with Rev. F. R. Harrawood, to 
interview R. G. LeTourneau in his Toc- 
coa, Ga., plant on January 30. This in- 
terview did not last very long for he 
does all the designing of machinery 
manufactured by his plants, which turn 
out approximately two and one-half 
million dollars’ worth of business every 
month. But one thing was notable 
about our interview. Mr. LeTourneau had no time to talk about 
his plant, and said nothing of himself; but in the few minutes 
he talked only of what God has done, what God was doing, 
what God is to us, and the importance (above everything else) 
of the salvation of souls. 

In addition to the millions of dollars which Mr. LeTourneau 
is spending for missions and other religious promotional work, 
he lectures or testifies every Sunday and most every evening 
at some place. After working hard all day, his plane is warmed 
up and ready for him and he dashes out across the country to 
tell people what marvelous things God has wrought in his life 
and what He can do for them. He declares his message princi- 
pally to the business men for he has proved conclusively that 
man can take God into his business with him and be a greater 
success than by trying to run his own business. 

The sinner should read “God Runs My Business.” It will help 
him to make up his mind to leave all else and accept God. The 
despondent and disconsolate Christian should read it for it 
will give courage and new life as it helps him to obtain a 
broader view of Christianity and its rewards. The happy and 
progressive Christian should read it because it will help to 
parallel his life in a way to more thoroughly solidify his faith 
and comfort him in his progress.

IN these times of the mobilizing of military 
forces against a common enemy, which requires 
the physical strength and energy of a united and 
determined nation, it is worthy of note that this country has 
not forgotten the necessity of keeping our medium for the 
furtherance of spirituality also mobolized.

GENERAL Over- 
seer J. H. Walker 
has just returned 

to the office from an extensive mis- 

sion trip in which he visited the Re- 
public of Haiti, the Dominican Republic, and the Island of 
Jamaica. He gives glowing reports of the work in Jamaica 
where our churches are now being registered with the Goy- 
ernment, and favor is being extended to us by its officials. 
The convention was a great success and shows that there is 
continued progress of the Church of God in the Island of 
Jamaica. 

A great deal of the time of the General Overseer was taken 
up in Haiti in diplomatic discussions relative to the opening up 
of our work there. His interviews at the American Legation 
with our ambassador, John C. White, and with the American 
consul, Glion Curtis, were very profitable and disclosed that the 
matter as taken up with the secretary of state several months 
ago was being handled properly. Brother Walker reports that 
conditions are far more favorable and there are indications 
that in a few months our churches may be opened again and 
the thousands of Haitians who have been gloriously saved, 
sanctified, and baptized in the Holy Ghost be permitted to 
visit their churches in worship and adoration as before. It is 
another case where our government steps in in the cause of 
religion. That grand old statesman, Secretary of State Cordell 
Hull, who said, “We still shout over at Carthage,” is looking

parsonage door, seldom realizing that it 
might just as well be apportioned among 
the members of the congregatoin. 

Frequently, too, the church member 
forgets that the pastor must have full 
cooperation in order to “make things 
go.” Too often the man in the pew looks 
to the man in the pulpit as if to say: 

“The success of the church is your re- 
sponsibility—let’s see what you can do 
about it.” 

Sensing this, the Baptist Herald has 
published a list of reminders entitled, 
“What I Owe My Minister.” It is com- 
prehensive and sincere, and if adhered 
to by a congregation could become the 
“success insurance.” It cannot help but 
inspire the minister and his flock alike. 
It follows: 

Reverence—I owe my minister rever- 
ent attention as the ambassador of God 
sent to teach me a better way of liv- 
ing. 

Af fection—I owe my minister affec- 
tion, that he may be strengthened by the 
knowledge that the members of the 
church are with him in the bonds of holy 
love and unity. 

Trust—I owe my minister trust, that 
he may be free to serve the church un- 
hampered by faultfinding. 

Generosity—I owe my minister gen- 
erosity, that if his methods seem a little 
strange to me, I may not be narrow 
enough to insist that he shall change 
them. 

Prayer—I owe it to my minister to 
pray for him each day that God may 
bless him and make his service a bless- 


ing. 

Protection—I owe to my minister the 
protection of kindly silence by refraining 
from repeating in his presence the slan- 
der or unkind gossip that would burden 
him and prevent him from doing his best 
work. 

Time—I owe my minister enough time 
to help in his work, when and where he 
needs me. 

Encouragement—I owe my minister 
encouragement when vexations and an- 
noyances make his work, difficult, or 
when he feels discouraged. 

Appreciation—I owe my minister a 
kindly word of appreciation when his 
ministry is especially helpful to me. 

Consideration—I owe it to my minis- 
ter not to interrupt and hinder his work 
with petty and unnecessary calls upon 
his time and sympathy. 

Attention—I owe my minister the 
courtesy of attention when I go to 
church, that he may not be annoyed by 
my careless actions. 

Charity—I owe it to my minister to 
overlook any trivial flaw or personal pe- 
culiarity, such as a mannerism of speech 
or action, which in no way hinders his 
work. 

Gratitude—I owe it to my minister to 
remember gratefully the many times he 
has helped me to bear some trial, the 
outpouring of his sympathy that 
strengthened and helped me in times of 
sorrow. 

Remembering the nobility of the 
Christlike men who have ministered unto 
me, I feel that my debt to them is too 
great to ever be fully paid.—Proftestant 
Voice.

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Salesmanship in Christianity 


“Buy the truth and sell it not; also 
wisdom, and instructions, and under- 
standing.” Prov. 23:23. 

By this scripture we can plainly see 
how the thoughts of buying and selling 
are involved. Have you ever stopped to 
consider just how much salesmanship is 
involved in our daily life? Salesmanship 
is the art of persuading others. History 
records much concerning the art of sales- 
manship. 

Columbus was enabled to make the 
memorable voyage because he sold his 
idea to Queen Isabella. Sometimes, instead 
of selling an idea to an individual, the 
salesman must sell it to the public. Col- 
onel Lindbergh, upon his return from 
the transatlantic trip, traversed the 
United States in the interest of aeronau- 
tics. Therefore, both Columbus and Lind- 
bergh were salesmen of ideas. 

Manufacturers sell the products they 
make; mine operators sell the minerals 
they take from the earth; farmers sell 
agricultural products; bankers sell serv- 
ice; insurance companies sell protection; 
schools and colleges sell instruction. 
Likewise, professional people of all kinds 
have something to sell. The attorney sells 
his knowledge of law; the physician sells 
his knowledge of medicine; and the 
teacher sells his ability to instruct. The 
young man sells the young lady on the 
idea of marriage. However, there are ex- 
ceptions to this particular type of selling 
because sometimes it works just the op- 
posite, the young lady does the selling. 

No firm would think of sending a 
salesman out to represent them until he 
was thoroughly familiar with the pro- 
ducts he was to sell. Thousands and thou- 
sands of dollars are spent yearly by firms 
for the sole purpose of instructing their 
salesmen so that they will be capable of 
making an intelligent impression on their 
prospects and get results. And if the 
salesman does not get results he is soon 
looking for another job. Results are de- 
manded! Could that be the reason you 
are not where you would like to be? Too, 
the firm is not so much interested in how 
much, or how great the results of a sales- 
man were five years, two years, one year 
or even six months ago; but they are 
greatly interested in present results. 

Consider the salesman that is selling a 
particular make automobile, refrigerator, 
or furniture. Does he close the sale with 
all he interviews? No! Why? Because his 
product will not appeal to the fancy of 
all the prospects. Therefore, the sales- 
man’s market is limited. All salesmen find 
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that in some way or other the sale of 
their products are hindered and that they 
can obtain only a percentage of the busi- 
ness. 

But you, my friend, who have 
said “yes” to the Lord Jesus Christ, you 
who have said, “All to thee, my blessed 
Savior, I surrender all,” to you that His 
words are as fire shut up in the bones, 
to you, I say, the whole world is your 
market. There is no such thing as a lim- 
ited market for you. Regardless of race, 
age, wealth or position they are your 
prospects. You have what they need, you 
have what their hearts are yearning for. 
I can’t describe just what you have, 
neither could Peter, because he said it 
was “joy unspeakable and full of glory.” 
The Bible tells us (Christians) that we 
are laborers together with God, but the 
way some people act you would think 
that they have a business all their own. 
To be a good salesman for the Lord Jesus 
Christ we must first feel our absolute de- 
pendency upon God. People are spiritually 
starving to death because of a spiritual 
drought, and you that depend entirely 
upon your intellectual ability to feed 
them are already a failure. The world is 
sick of only head religion; they know 
that it can’t satisfy, and so do you. They 
need the quickening power of the good 
Holy Ghost. 

Obstacles? Yes, you will encounter ob- 
stacles but opportunities that present 
true and lasting values are usually en- 
closed by such things. Nero attempted, 
by all the conceivable methods his de- 
graded mind would produce, to stop the 
flow of Christianity but his attempts 
were futile. The invincible flow of Chris- 
tianity is ever spreading and flowing on- 
ward and will one day cover the earth 
as the sea. Our salesmanager, Lord Jesus 
Christ, has never lost a battle. 

We should pray and study, thereby 
preparing ourselves to be good representa- 
tives of Christ. All the works of men 
are perishable. And if it is essential for 
the salesmen that represent _ perishable 
things to be carefully trained, how much 
more should you that represent eternal 
things? 

I appreciate the opportunity of being 
in Bible School and being taught by 
teachers who put God first. If you are 
desirous of a better Christian education, 
this school can help you. Start making 
your plans today to attend Bible School 
here and become a better salesman for the

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Bible School News From Mexico 


To us the Bible School in Mexico City 
is an integral part of the educational sys- 
tem of the Church of God. Our hearts 
are thrilled to finish our first year of 
studies. Some of the students, due to fi- 
nancial needs, did not finish, but will re- 
turn next year. Credits were given to ten 
for the first year course completed. The 
course had included fourteen subjects, 
which we realize is too much. But as we 
started under the direction of others, it 
was necessary to continue. 

One of the students, last spring before 
the congress here, had a vision of hunt- 
ing for a place for the students to hold 
an institute. He saw the group with Mr. 
Archer and I in a beautiful glory light, 
wandering here and there, seeking a def- 
inite place for an institute. Finally Mr. 
Archer said, “We will just stay right 
here in this pasture.” In his vision this 
light round about us was encircled with 
dark clouds. He did not realize then what 
this meant, but later he experienced it, 
with our school moving from place to 
place. 

After two weeks of final exams, with 
much groaning and studying, the school 
year closed. The students all seemed anxi- 
ous for a vacation, but as this day of lib- 
erty arrived they were looking sad, and 
saying, “We would rather study than 
vacation; when does school begin again?” 
So we will open again the first of JanuX 
ary instead of waiting until February. 

All but one of our students are young 
folk, bright and happy in the Lord. The 
boys’ dormitory is with Professor Gon- 
zales. The young men wash and iron their 
clothes and scrub the flo. This is a big 
disgrace to a young man |: Mexico, but 
we are teaching them that it is neces- 
sary, and it is more of a shame to go 
about unclean. The type of students we 
have are glad and anxious to be clean 
and neat. 

On closing night of school just the 
students and professors were together. It 
Was a time of great weeping and pray- 
ing. Each one begged forgiveness of the 
professors for all their faults this year, 
and pledged their complete love and 
obedience to us. Indeed I felt translated 
almost into heaven, after the severe tests 
of this year. Each one mentioned our 
love and patience with him individual- 
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ly. It hasn’t been hard to have patience 
with them for they have been willing to 
do all that we have asked. This is our fu- 
ture in Mexico, our own trained and loy- 
al Church of God preachers and workers. 
Sunday night was a great night in their 
lives for we gave them the entire service 
to conduct. Every honor granted to the 
Mexican people in a religious service is 
looked upon as a marvelous privilege. It 
was a heart-touching program. Each one 
gave his scriptural aim for the coming 
year and for his life’s work, beginning 
with the school president, Luis Fuentes. 
The school name is “Heraldos por Chris- 
to.” Luis is bookkeeper for the railroad. 
He is a young man twenty-eight years 
old. He has worked every day this year, 
rushed home at four p. m., sometimes 
without time for food, and entered the 
school at five, clothes changed and im- 
maculately dressed. After four hours of 
study, leaving at nine for home, he often 
studied until two or three in the morn- 
ing. We are too poor to have textbooks, 
but supply them with their typewritten 
study, prepared by us. Nevertheless much 
has to be taken in notes and copied. His 
notebooks include practically everything 
said in the classroom this year. It was a 
great joy and satisfaction to correct and 
grade them. Each lesson has many ques- 
tions. We require these all written and 
answered in notebook for annual credit, 
and also for review after they are out of 
school. The question method seems the 
best way to teach the Mexican mind. 
Four sisters of Luis have been saved 
and filled with the Holy Spirit. They have 
fasted and prayed for the salvation of 
their father, who never comes to the serv- 
ices. He is superintendent of a depart- 
ment in the penitentiary and owns a 
small manufacturing business. He, of 
course, was present to hear his son Luis 
speak. Luis took a Bible text, Luke 24: 
44, 45, and with tears rolling down his 
face spoke out of the depth of his heart 
a determination to serve God in power. 
Then came red-headed Antonio Lara; 
capable? yes, and as impulsive as Peter. 
We listened to this capable, twenty-year- 
old young man as he spoke from Rom. 
12:12, pledging himself and exhorting 


others to a greater prayer life. The bless- 
ing of the Lord was resting upon all as 
Ramiro Gonzales came next. Ramiro 
has blue eyes and blond hair and looks 
like an American. His experience is a 
miraculous one. Our boy, Glenn Robert, 
twelve years old, went way down into 
the tropical state of Vera Cruz, with our 
Mexican overseer, David Arcos, where he 
heard no English spoken for about three 
weeks. Of course, being twelve years old, 
he was too big to get lonesome. But dad- 
dy’s birthday came, and this was a won- 
derful excuse to return home. He came 
back in a mail truck with only one other 
passenger, Ramiro, 

Ramiro was just nineteen years old. 
He explained in Spanish that he was leav- 
ing home to seek his fortune in the 
United States. We found several weeks 
later, that his father, through mistreat- 
ment, had caused his mother’s death. His 
stepmother, a young lady, had fallen in 
love with him, and Ramiro, unsaved but 
wanting to do right, was fleeing. Glenn 
said, ““My mother wants to talk to you.” 
He took his Bible from his big suit case, 
real man you know, and began reading 
and explaining to him in Spanish, boy 
fashion. The two of them arrived at our 
home about nine at night. Glenn came 
upstairs to inform me that a young 
stranger wanted to see me. I said, “Glenn 
Robert, don’t tell me you have left a 
young man stranger downstairs all alone! 
He will steal all that we have!” I have 
at last learned that nearly everyone steals 
in Mexico. Very disgustedly Glenn Rob- 
ert said, “Oh, mother, you don’t know 
this young man! He wouldn’t steal any- 
thing.” Glenn Robert has a habit of 
meeting folks and talking to them about 
the Lord. He brought one poor old ragged 
man he met down town and felt sorry 
for. After talking to him about the Lord, 
he brought him to the house. This old 


man went to church and to the altar. 


I talked to Ramiro and invited him to 
return the next day. He came early. Al- 
ways he is immaculately clean, dressed in 
snowy white. For about seven hours the 
students preached to him. The next night 
he was gloriously saved, and informed us 
that he was entering the institute to pre- 


pare to serve the Lord the rest of his

“The Witness of His Enemies” by 
George R. Pettigrew, LL. B., Th. G., is 
a timely volume. The author uses the 
undersigned testimony of our Lord’s bit- 
ter enemies to establish His august claims 
as divine Mediator between God and 
man and sole Arbiter of human destiny. 
The author (who holds degrees in both 
law and theology) is thoroughly funda- 
mental and doctrinally sound.

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Weekly Question Box 








Question: Please explain Matt. 14:51, 
§2. Who could this young man be and 
what happened to him later? Any expla- 
nation to bring this light would be ap- 
preciated.—W. T. T. 

Answer: There is no young man spo- 
ken of in Matt. 14:51, 52. In fact, there 
are not fifty-two verses in Matt. 14. It is 
presumed that the scripture referred to is 
Mark 14:51, 52, which reads as follows: 
“And there followed him a certain young 
man, having a linen cloth cast about his 
naked body; and the young man _ laid 
hold on him: and he left the linen cloth, 
and fled from them naked.” There is ab- 
solutely no identification for this young 
man. Nothing is said of this incident in 
any of the other Gospels. Dr. P. C. Mor- 
gan thinks that because’it was mentioned 
alone by Mark and no name given, that 
possibly it was Mark. It seems to have 
been a custom of Bible writers in refer- 
ring to themselves to avoid special iden- 
tification. 

Question: Will you please explain 
Matt. 27:5 as compared with Acts 1:18? 
Who was the man that fell headlong in 
the midst and his bowels gushed out?— 
meV. B. 

Answer: It would seem on first read- 
ing that there is a discrepency here but it 
is not true. Both of these scriptures refer 
to the horrible death of Judas by suicide. 
For many years tourists to Jerusalem 
were shown the “Judas tree” on the edge 
of a cliff of the Hill of Evil Counsel 
south of Jerusalem. A limb of the tree 
extended out over the cliff. It would 
have been an easy matter, if this was the 
tree, for one to hang himself and after 
the rope broke to fall headlong, the 
change in his posture being made by the 
sudden jerk of the rope or cord with 
which he was hanged. No specifications 
or analysis are given in either scripture 
as to just how this suicide was performed 
but it would be an easy matter, as it did, 
for both of them to happen as recorded. 

Question: There are different denomi- 
nations which preach and teach that 2 
Thess. 2:7 refers to the Holy Ghost, that 
He will be taken out of the world with 
the bride. Can this be so?—H. A. S. 

Answer: The scripture referred to is 
not specific. Dr. Scofield says the re- 
strainer is a person (he) and since a 
“mystery” always implies a supernatural 
element, Matt. 13:11, this person can be 
no other than the Holy Spirit in the 
Church to be taken out of the way. 1 
Thess. 4:14-17. It seems, however, that 
those who believe it to be the Holy 
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Ghost also include the Church being tak- 
en away in the rapture. Finis Jennings 
Dake thinks the reference to be made 
to the Church rather than to the Holy 
Ghost, since the Church is referred to as 
masculine in Eph. 4:13, “unto a per- 
fect man, unto the measure of the stature 
of the fullness of Christ.” There are many 
other passages which refer to the Church 
in masculine terms and it is very prob- 
able that the Church is the restraining 
influence which is keeping the  anti- 
christ from setting up his power. Such 
an influence is certainly strong in the 
Allied nations today. 

Question: Is it wrong to use tobacco 
in any form? If so, will you please give 
scripture and explain why in the Ques- 
tion Box?—H. C. M. 

Answer: It is well known to most all 
people that tobacco is a New World 
plant and that it was not used by any 
of the Europeans until after the Indians 
had taught them to use it. There is, 
therefore, an absence of reference in the 
Bible to the plant; but there is not an 
absence of scripture forbidding its use, 
even though specific reference is not 
made to it. Listen to this scripture: 
“Thou shalt have no other gods before 
me,” Exod. 20:3. These words, with the 
others of the Ten Commandments, were 
written by the finger of God. The use of 
tobacco is that which so fastens itself 
upon the individual that he is unable to 
shake it loose. It becomes a form of wor- 
ship in which man and woman indulge 
regularly. Therefore, by the masses who 
use it, tobacco is enthroned as a god and 
the Lord God has declared that He is a 
jealous God and wants to be first in wor- 
ship by His creatures. 


Question: Will you please explain Isa. 
3:18-26? Is this prophecy coming to pass 
today?—W. R. C. 

Answer: No. This prophecy was ful- 
filled many years ago. It was the prophe- 
cy of Isaiah to Israel concerning her 
haughty condition, and because Israel 
had forgotten God as a nation, it was 
decreed that a calamity would come to 
reduce the nation to humility. This was 
fulfilled in the carrying away of Israel 
into Babylon. The way people dressed in 
those days was very much as they dress 
today and the prophecy of their jewelry 
and fine clothes being taken away from 
them was not because they had come to 
the Lord, neither was it God who was to 
take away their finery, but their humilia- 
tion was brought about by an enemy and 


allowed by the Lord to show them how 
far they had gone away from serving the 
true and living God.

This insures no credit. We are new crea- 
tures and have new tastes. Old things 
have passed away, behold they are be- 
coming new. When we have given all, 
and have nothing left to give, we can do 


Nothing But Receive. 

This Jesus did when on earth. He 
emptied Himself and took on Him the 
form of a servant. He received of His 
Father all which He gave to us. “The 
words which I speak, I speak not of my- 
self; the Father that dwelleth in me, 
he doeth the works.” Thus He never 
took glory to Himself but always glo- 
rified His Father. It is unto a self-emp- 
tied heart that Jesus comes to dwell and 
carry out His own will by making it 
holy with His presence. He comes in on 


the ruins of what we are, not to bargain’ 


with us but to supersede us and live His 
own life out in us. His blood cleanseth 
us from all sin as we trust Him, in order 
that Christ may dwell in us, thus He 
conforms us to Himself and changes 
our whole life, conforming it to His 
will, which is our sanctification. Then 
when we pray, it is not a prayer which 
we give to God, but one which God by 
His Spirit gives to us. If we love God, 
it is not a love which is indigenous in 
our hearts and which we give out of our 
hearts to God but it is 
Christ In Us, 

Shedding abroad the love of God in our 
hearts. If we are patient, it is of His 
grace received, “Christ in us” who is 
patient, and thus we can take no glory 
to ourselves. Are you willing to be so 
emptied as to give up to God, once for 
all, yourself and all you are and have? 
The young ruler thought the sacrifice too 
great, and yet it was but reasonable. Je- 
sus only asked for a fair exchange. “Pre- 
sent your bodies a living sacrifice, which 
is your reasonable service.” Anything 
less would be unreasonable, and when 
this is a settled matter and we have signed 
ourselves over absolutely to the Lord and 
behold the ownership and have the cares 
for ourselves no more, then is the time 
to look away from ourselves to Him who 
understands the work of our sanctifica- 
tion, which is not simply purifying us 
from sin but at the same time conform- 
ing us to the image of our Lord, for to 
be holy is to be like God. He utilizes ev- 
ery event of life to empty us and wean 
us ‘from our self-life, that He may fill 
us with His life and so turn us in the 
circumstances as they arise, as well as 
in the whole bent of our mind and heart 
from self to God. But it takes a life- 
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time for Him to work out fully His 
will in us, which is our sanctification. 
As He does, the opaqueness of our own 
nature, which manifests ourselves, gives 
way before the transparency of a life 
which manifests Jesus dwelling in us. Let 
us give up our self-made plans of holi- 
ness and yield ourselves to Him, the Holy 
One, whose presence and whose work- 
manship alone can make us holy as He 
makes us will with Him.

days. We already had more than we could 
pay expenses for. He has passed all of 
his exams with high grades. Brother 
Gonzales, our professor, says he is one of 
the most perfect Christians. Undoubted- 
ly the Church of Ged has a future in our 
boy Ramiro. Crying, he gave as his ideal 
the desire to be a Christian soldier, giving 
as his text Eph. 6:13. He said he would 
never forget the angel God put in his 
way in the form of Glenn to turn him 
into the right path. 


Brother Cardinas spoke next. He is our 
only older student, past forty years of 
age. Our hearts were touched as he told 
of his struggle to learn, and that when 
young like his fellow students he sought 
some way to study the Bible but was 
always denied the privilege. Many had 
discouraged him. He spoke in tears to 
the students and said, “What an oppor- 





tunity you have to labor for Christ with 
a trained ministry. This year,” he said, 
“has been a partial fulfillment of my 


dreams.” Then came Angel (anhel) 
Fuentes. Every time we pray for the fu- 
ture of Angel we receive a special bless- 
ing, for God has given him a sweet, 
humble and teachable spirit, with a strik- 
ing personality.

Pasqual is our “John,” he is so in love 
with Jesus. Pasqual was a little wee lad 
when his drunkard father left his mother 
and three other children. He early began 
to hate his father. At the age of six or 
seven Pasqual was working, half naked, 
cold and hungry, without a bed to sleep 
in. But he said, “Oh, the joy to place my 
little bit of money in mother’s hands and 
see the look of pleasure in her face. 
Mother can’t earn enough for food for 
a family in Mexico.” So it was with the 
dream of some day being a man, and for- 
ever liberating his mother from the cru- 
el sufferings of overwork, that he be- 
gan at the early age of ten or eleven to 
do the work of a grown man and over- 
taxed his small body. Though suffering 
continually in his body he was recom- 
pensed justly in giving to his mother. At 
the age of fifteen he had what is con- 
sidered in Mexico as a good job. His 
dreams were about to be realized. But 
alas! only a greater suffering was des- 
tined to be his, for, weakened by over- 
work, his mother died of consumption. 
Many times Pasqual took the pistol and 
said, “I am going over to join my 
mother.” But always something hindered. 
Thus he walked in sorrow, with a great 
hatred growing in his heart for his father 
until there was no rest. Then Jesus came 
into his heart! He often says, “I have 
found again the comfort and joy of 
serving someone I love with all my 
heart.” Pasqual really lives just to serve 
the Lord. He has great compassion for the 
suffering. One day he left me alone in the 
middle of the street to help a blind lady 
through the dangerous traffic. Pasqual 
is the only one of our. students who has 
nice clothes, earnings from his labors of 
the past years. This well-dressed, hand- 
some young boy, helping the poor, dirty, 
blind lady across the street, would seem 
to make the angels rejoice. Everyone was 
weeping, sinner and saint, as Pasqual told 
his aim in life. 

Then came Apollonio, our institute 
baby. He was quite a rollicking, lively 
young lad of fifteen years when his 
grandmother asked us to take him. He 
insisted that he was called of God. We 
thought of him and his lively spirit, and 
the expense, and almost said no. I’m glad 
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it was “yes.” He is now quite a dignified 
theological student, and we surely love 
him. Apollonio has a wonderful mind, 
and things just stick there. He declared 
that, by the grace of God, he is going 
to do greater things next year for Him. 
His parents have separated and his mother 
is a sinner, far from God. But prayer has 
brought him and his sister into the fold. 


Our other infant in the institute is 
Matilda Aguila, sixteen years of age. Her 
father left the ministry brokenhearted, 
due to jealous persecution of his leader. 
Finally, falling deeper into sin, he left 
the whole family of seven children. The 
mother has traveled the streets laboring, 
trying to feed them. The two older girls 
have married. One, with her husband, 
was saved the other night. The other 
with her husband, are two of our 
best preachers, capable of ministering 
anywhere. Matilda and her three lit- 
tle brothers and little sister live 
with us. They are sweet, obedient chil- 
dren and we are claiming them all for 
future preachers, should Jesus tarry. 
Leon, the brother ten years of age, said 
the other day, “It seems so good to al- 
ways have supper.” Matilda, in a mar- 
velous way, brought forth the truth of 
John 15:16, that she had not chosen Him, 
but He had chosen her, to bring forth 
fruit in His vineyard. Her greatest bur- 
den is to bring her ex-preacher father 


back to God. 


Then came Guadelupe Bonilla, our 
secretary (we call her Lupe). We have a 
very close contact with her in our sec- 
retarial work, and we can say that there 
does not live a more beautiful Christian 
character, living in a coral, in a shack, 
with a drunken father. What a lily God 
had in that unfavorable place. Lupe’s 
father was also present. She is so ashamed 
of the place that she lives, and does not 
know that we have seen it. She is an ex- 
pert stenographer and typist and is in- 
dispensable to us. Lupe spoke on the ideal 
Christian woman. When she came to us 
she was so timid that she would not even 
eat at our house. But after receiving the 
baptism of the Holy Spirit a few months 
ago, everything has changed in her. She 
has become quite bold for the Lord. The 
other night she gave me a great big hug, 
and said, “My, how I have changed! A 
year ago I would not have done that. I 
must have been in bondage before. But 
now I am free.” All were crying as she 
spoke of the beauty and purity of Chris- 
tian womanhood. Lupe’s life is a rebuke 
to sin. How my heart ached for a young 
stenographer who sat weeping under the 
conviction of sin in the audience. 

As Antonio finished his sermonette, a 
great revival wave swept the audience. 
I gave an invitation for new students 
and for those who felt the call of God 


for personal service. About twenty young 
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people came forward. Then sinners be- 
gan to come. Among those who came 
were the father of Luis Fuentes and the 
father of Angel. A little boy was tug- 
ging at my sleeve and saying, “Pray for 
Lupe’s father.” I looked around and there 
he was also, weeping before the Lord. 
It was the dawning of a new day for the 
students who had stood alone in dark 
Mexico, without their parents. This alone 
was worth all of our sacrifice, tears and 
labors, and our prayerful investment of 
the money of the Church of God, given 
in sacrifice for the work in Mexico.
